In response to applicant's response, it is well known to one of ordninary skill in the art that performining a continuous query to determine the 
location of spatial objects over time will effectively capture the essence of the invention as claimed in claim 1 by displaying for the user the 
location of an object over time. If the object is moving, the location will clearly change as a function of time. Furthermore, in pages 12,13, 
and 1 5 of the rejection dated 1 0/06/2008, the Examiner merely stated that the monitoring of moving objects was never recited in the body of 
the claim, so was given little patentable weight for the sake of examination. However, Examiner did take into account the invention as 
claimed in light of the specification, which did entail monitoring of moving objects, and as stated previously, in both references Smartt and 
Jagadish, one of ordinary skill can appreciated that motion can be considered as a function of time and location, so by doing a continuous 
query of the location of an object over time, in both the the case of Jagadish (which uses filtering to determine the location of substrings of 
information within a predetermined area) and Smartt (which teaches actual objects based on querying location information using 
overlapping "shingles") the systems as taught by both references are capable of performing continuous queries to retrieve location 
information as a function of time, efFectlvely determining if an object is in motion. While Jagadish discusses querying substrings, the 
applicant claims querying two dimensional and three dimensional shapes within a predefined area referred to as "shingles" (see for 
example claim 5) and querying various "shingles" to determine if an object has moved based on whether the object is in an "old location" 
within a group of shingles or a "new location" ( see for example claim 22). Based on the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claims, in 
light of the specification, it is the opinion of the Examiner the the invention as disclosed by Smartt is fully capable of performing the same 
function of the invention as taught in claims 1-25 as supplemented by Jagadish. 
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
